was given of the m ovem ent of su i- 1 
plus county apples being bought for 
the P ennsylvania relief board, and 
tin orchardists were .specially com ­ 
m ended for tile excellence of the a p ­ 
ples produced by th e ir trees last 
year. 
T hree growers were called upon to 
report on th e dam age done by fret*/- i 
big in th eir peach orchards. 
G lenn I 
Slaybaugh. m anager of the Blue R ib­ 
bon orchards, near M cK nightstow n, j 
said th a t 
m any of the buds on 
peach trees in those orchards are 
frozen. 
T h e 
la ter 
varieties 
of I 
peaches are especially hard hit, lie 
stat ed. 
Fred D riest, F lo ra Dale, said th a t 
alte r an inspection of his orchards 
he believes th a t J rom 85 to 99 per I 
cent of the peach buds have been 
frozen “in th e wood." 'Hie Hale and 
E lberta varieties are th e m ost seri­ 
ously dam aged, he said. 
Apple Trees Suffer Little 
John Luc ab a ugh, near Hanover, 
revealed th a t sim ilar dam age has 
been Inflicted in th e eastern p art of 
th e county. 
“My E lberta and Hale 
peaches are gone, b u t I have a few 
peaches le ft in th e oilier varieties,’’ 
he stated. 
No reports were received on the 
probability of th e am ount of in ­ 
jury to apples, b u t th e opinion was 
expressed by grow ers th a t the apple 
trees being of a h ard ier nature th a n 
».he peaches h ad suffered little d am ­ 
age

Tho tragic finger of fate, in the form of death, struck 
fatally f o r the third time in less than 13 months, one of G et­ 
t y s b u r g pioneer families when David Julian Forney, 59, 
p r o p r ie to r of th e National garage, Cham bersburg street, and 
the National garage annex, N orth Washington street, died 
suddenly at 11 :‘2() o'clock. Thursday night, of coronary throm ­ 
bosis, a heart condition. 
The veteran garage proprietor was stricken shortly after 
10:30 o'clock when In* returned to his garage after demon­ 
strating a new automobile to a prospective customer. 
He 
was rushed to the Annie M. W arner hospital, where he was 
admitted at 11:10 o'clock. 
He passed into unconsciousness 
immediately afte r being adm itted and ten minutes later had 
expired. 
Wife and Son Expire 
O n February 16, 1935, Mrs. David J. Forney, wife of the 
garage proprietor, expired afte r a lingering illness. 
On August 25, 1935, George D. “ Peck” Forney, 24-year- 
old son, aviation instructor and daring flier, a featured en­ 
trant iii the Williamsport air meet, at Montoursville, dove to 
his death when the wings of his speedy little craft collapsed 
when it was on the top side of a loop-the-loop and he was 
crushed anti burned to death in the wreckage.

DISCOURAGEMENT 


I HAVE often wondered if there is a man living who loves beautiful writ­ 
ing more than I do. I can't keep my hands off of a really fine book in 
which I am interested, I must own it—not just for the ownership idea, but 
because of what tile book represents in beauty of thought and expres­ 
sion. 
There is an interesting little bookshop right around the comer from 
my office, and about every day I play truant and slip over there for a few 
moments with my friend's books. Tonight I brought home two by that 
lovely writer, Walter Pilchard Eaton, who for years has taught at Har­ 
vard University and given to the world a group of matchless books on 
nature. 
Well, when I read such books by Eaton, John Muir, “Bob" Davis, 
Thomlmson. Lamb. R. B. Cunningham© Graham. Mary Webb—and a host 
of others—I grow very discouraged about ever writing a line again myself 
But then the idea comes over me that I really accomplish a useful thing 
when I tell people about such writers, or when I call attention to people 
who have done things that really count. 
So it is, therefore, that these talks have con tin ued for over 20 years! 
Every once in a while a grammatical error will slip in, and a bad con­ 
struction wall mount up—but these talks are intimate ones—just among 
friends, after all. 
In my modest home, 12 miles from the city's whirl and turmoil, in 
a converted bedroom (to a library) these talks are written mostly, when 
the writer is at home. In a well-aged chair that is deep, and before a 
little stand with a small noiseless blue typewriter upon it, far into the 
night all too often. I meet my invisible audience. 
All about me are stands piled with books that I love—as friends. And, 
in all directions, in cases are other silent friends in multi-colored forms — 
the printed thoughts of the past and present. Books! 
Friends—known 
and unknown.

At the same time he announced 
the strike had spread to the W ar­ 
wick. Gotham and Dover hotels. 
Pickets, bearing placards, tramped 
back and forth before buildings all 
over the affected areas. 
Rawlins, insisting upon retention 
of some replacement workers, did 
not make a flat demand that all be 
kept at their posts. 
’*We recognize that the union has 
an obligation in taking care of its 
members. Tile employers, too, have 
the 
problem 
of taking care of 
honest-to-goodness 
replacements 
who have been assured of perma­ 
nent jobs.’* he said. 
"We ought to work out some com­ 
promise plan whereby each would 
make some contribution or each bear 
some part of the burden.”
